KILLED B¥ A RIFLE BVLLB r 

Police Judge Hlontcitli or As- 
torii^ Meets Dcalli. 

' (Astorian;' etb) 

The community was shooked and 
startled lasl evening to bear of the sud- 
den death of R. V. Monteiih, judge of 
tie police court of this city. He passed 
down CbenauiUB street at 6:30 yester- 
day evening and retuarked to some 
friends, witH whom ,,be Jiauaed for a 
moment's conversation, that he waa go- 
\x\g to the armory to clean Borae ^xaw^, 
there oeing a drill for company H yes 
terday evening. About ten minutes to 
■even passers by the armory heard a 
■hot and the sound of a body faliiiig, 
hut it was supposed at the tima to be 
* plank rolling or thrown in the boat 
ahop, underneath and no further notice 
WB8 takeii of it at the time. At tifteen 
minutes to eight, Frunk Surprenant 
■went to the armory to light u]), and 
when ascending the stairs and going to 
the south end of tlie building, was hor- 
rilied to come upon the prostrate form 
. of R. y. Mouteith. The body was ly- 
ing on ifs back,' the arms extending 
and the feet apart. Across the right 
leg na« lying a gun which had lately 
been discharged. In the coat of the de- 
caased was a hole just below the left 
rib, Mr. Surprenant immediately sum- 
moned the coroner and two physicians, 
and upon ezatiiination it was found 
that a 44: bullet from the gun had 
penetrated tbe left breast, inflicting a 
ghastly wound, from which blood oozed 
and formed a pool upon the floor. Tbe 
bullet passed completely through the 
body, ranging upward and pasMing out 
below the shoulder blade, imbedding 
itself in the£^oeiling. , Death must have 
been instantaneous. On the table were 
a bottle of oil, such as is used in clean- 
ing guns, a swab, some pieces of mus- 
lin, etc. It was stated that none of the 
giins had been left loaded. The coroner 
took charge of the body and hud it re 
Bioi/ed'to hiu room. 

Tna news of the. oecarrence was re 
ceived with pnivernal expressions of 
hqrror and regret. iJeceased has resid- 
ed here for many years and bad made 
many friends, who expressed their Kor- 
row at tbe sad event. He leaveH a wife 
and a large family of children. He was 
elected police judge last December, and 
since then has tilled the position to the 
day of his death.

RICIIAUDSOIIi'S^ AUBEST. 

His EniliezzlemeUt Haid to be 
Greater Tlian Supposed. 

Jaokson, Mich., April 28 — W. L. 
Richardson, who was arrested Monaay 
night on cotnplaint of W. A. Modland, of 
Toronto, reprosentinp; tha North Ameri- 
can Guarantee Oorapauyof Montreal, wbb 
found in bed and took the matter very 
coolly. He wanted to know why he wag 
not left alone till morhi&f. Mr. Medland 
said yesterday : ''I have discovered. so 
much more in regard to the a£fiuv that I 
could not afford to wait until raornint;. I 
have no hesitation in saying that the em- 
bezzlement of Riohardaon extends over 
the entire time ho had been in the officii. 
I think that §10,000 will not oover the 
money Richardson haa taken. --The books 
of before 1881 are gone; No one knows 
whore they are, and I don't know why 
they have been deatroyod, It may have 
been to cover up. My instruotiona from 
the company are to puih the thing to the 
utmost and accept no settlement, I dnn't 
think Mr. Riohurdson's frienda can fix it 
up. Riuhardeun is aa cool a onu as I ever 
saw, iind aeema to have etolen from the 
railroad company from the start." 

A §paiiisli Conspiracy. 

Madrid, April 28 — The police of Ciu- 
dnd Real surrounded a house in which a 
body of conspirators were holding a meet- 
ing to-day and demanded their surrender, 
A volley of piatol shots was the only re- 
ply to the domaud, and the polioo opened 
fire upon the building with their carbines. 
The conspirators rusbed from the house 
and desperately endeavored to escape, 
but the inurduroua fire of the gendarmes 
drove them back and caused them to cry 
for quarter. Thirteen of the conspirators, 
including ' their leader, a man namecl 
E^ea, were killed and many others 
were wounded. All of the party 
not injured by bullets were taken 
to gaol, and those wounded were sent to the 
hospili.!. In Egea's pockets were found 
papera containing a list of members of the 
baud, and a draft of the plans which it was 
the intionten of the conspiratorB to carry 
out within tbe next week. The programme 
disoloses the fact that the purpose of Egna 
and his followers was to I'lrst seize the gaol 
and liberote tho prisonera, enrollment in 
the band being tbe condition of their liberty. 
Thus reinforced, they fntended to pillage 
the banks, public buildings, and bouses of 
wealthy rcsidouts, and then, after pnrchas-- 
ing arms and supplien with tboirpltmder, 
begin a oampaipta in tbe provinces with the 
object of overtbrowino; the government and 
establishiog a repnblio in Spain.'

A 
bullet frorn'hia revolver entered Geo. 
Ooe'a lift side and a second ball made 
a tetriWIe wound in his abdomen. Louiii 
Oofi after a terrible struggle succeetled 
in disarming the burglar ani-beat him 
to insensibility with an iA'ii jiriiin}'. 
Louis Coe then tied;,th8. hoi^ds and feet 
of tho burglar and locked him up in 
the room. George Coe was fouh^ 'un- 
conscious and aliuoflt dead. T^y 'i&f 
moved him to hi.s house and gave the 
alarm, but before help came tho bur- 
glar made his escape.

THE HABIT OF I'OLITJSNEaa. 

Few peraons realize how great a power 
for happineaB ia wielded by the simpln 
habit uf politenesa. It ia frequently re- 
garded as a superncial thing, coiisiating 
of ail BdheroncB to . rulea and forms of et- 
iquette, or at beat a mere iiiiiiation of 
kindness, which would lose all value if 
iieen through. Tl\us many worthy and 
•IncerB - paoploi aaaooiating it with pre- 
tence, feel a certain contempt for it, and 
of courae do not cultivate it, while others, 
shrewdly seeing in it only a useful lever 
to gain paraonal ends, try to practice it 
accordingly whenever they suppose it 
may roaot beneficially upon their own in- 
terests. Both these classoa err in regnrd- 
Ingitrue politeaess. It is not a spurious 
imitation of kindliness, respect, or re- 
gard, neither is it synonymous with 
them; but it is their natural outward ex- 
pression. It may be defined aa the art- 
of showing by external aigns the internal 
regard no have for all our fellow men. 
For, while the many different sentiinenta 
VQ hold towards those bound to us by 
different ties are symbolized, each by dif- 
ferent and appropriate conduct, the uni- 
versal aentimont of brotherhood 
between man and man finda a 
fitting manifestation in politenesa. While 
our friends may cliiim our love aud loyalty, 
the aged our roveruuce, great aud good lueu 
our reapect aud esteem, aud the unfortu- 
nate our sympathy, all may justly claiiu 
that respect aud geueral regard that ex- 
pro.ssua itaelf iu polite beha-vior. There- 
fore, uIthou;;l! politeness has manyoountor- 
feits, it 13 iu it.self trno and honest coin and 
shoulil be respected lis such. SeliisliuesH 
often iniitntes it tbrout;li policy. People 
vaguely believing that it pays to ha polite 
take paiuR to not politely where they aeo a 
fair chance for rewnrd. To superiors iu 
■woaltii or station, to customers or olienta, 
to those who cuu render them favors, they 
will hasten to show little attentions and re- 
spectful interest; but to inferiors, to chil- 
dren, to the poor or to strangers they will 
be curt, blunt or even rude. Much of vfhat 
passes for politeness iu society is of this 
nature. The forms which etiquette pro- 
scribes are strictly obeyed, uo rule ia in- 
fringed, no ceremony omitted, pleasant 
little acts of tbnnghtful kindness nrenumer- 
ous, and a general feeling of satiBfaction 
pervades the couipanj'. Now, if wo follow 
these people to their homes, aud there find 
them ruda, thoughtless, aud aeltiah, we 
may be sure that what wo had supposed 
to bo politeness was nothing more than a 
very narrow notion of self-interest. The 
truly polite man is polite to hia children 
in the nuraery, to his employo'i in the 
factory, to tho stranger in the street, to 
the crowd who jostle him, to the poor 
whom he relieves, ta the vicious whom ho 
rebukes, aa well'aa to those wtiosa society 
he craves, and whose esteem ia dear to 
him. All are hia brethren, and to all he 
willingly accorda this token of brother- 
hood. To become really polite, therefore, 
WQ must cultivate a kind and friendly feel- 
ing to all. :.'The desire to please or to aid 
everyone, to the beat of our ability, is the 
first and moat important thing. Then may 
wa study to advantage the moat fitting and 
graceful expreaaiou of this honest feeling. 
Both of these can be inculcated most easi- 
ly and thoroughly in childhood. Both 
can become habits of life, which will prove 
invaluable. To develop the heart 
and inattuet the tnanners correspond- 
ingly should be tho aim of 
every guardian of youth. The 
. exercise of kindly feeling will always in- 
crease it, and the expression of it, beeiin 
BB a duty, will soon become a delight. 
Children quickly respond to the real sen- 
timents of those with whom they minimis. 
It ia not ditBoult to excite their emo - 
tions or to lead them to appropriate ex- 
preoaion. Too often they aru trained by 
precept and example to be carefully po- 
lite to viaitora, or to those whom, from 
dress and .iippearaace, they Bupftoae to be 
"gentlemen" and "ladies," while they are 
suffered, unroproved, to be rude to poorly 
dresaed or- awkward people, to servants 
or to each other. I'hus the habits, 
both of feeling and expression, become 
fixed within them, and they grow up to 
be essentially impolite people, though 
they may be versed in all the etiquette of 
Booiety. On the other hand, the child 
who ia habituated to fool kindly and to 
act pleasantly and graciously to everyone at 
all times — to desire their happiness 
and to promote it when he can, to have a 
cheerful smile or a cordial word ora quick 
act of aelf sacrifice always ready when 
needed — may or may not move in what ia 
called, often orronoously, thu "best so- 
ciety," but will, always and under all cir- 
cumstances, bo polite in the best and most 
enduring sense. It ia auporfluous to "ay 
that one with these habits will have a cer- 
tainty offmuoh happiness and a good pros- 
pect of success. Tho pleasure ho scatters 
abroad reacts in a tenfold measure upon 
himaelf. Tho contagion of his kindly 
apirit spreads around, and everyone is 
ready and anxious in turn to pleaao or 
BBivo him. Friends arise in unexpected 
quarters, and that which he has sown gen- 
erously he reaps abundantly. Politeness, 
like honesty, ia always tho boat policy; 
but, like that also, it must be real and 
spontaneous, That which is practiced 
from motives of policy is only a spurious 
imitation, and will utterly f»il to release 
the hopes placed upon it.

Earl Cow- 
per was in the chair and tho chief speak- 
ers were Lord Partington, the Marquis 
of Salisbury, Lerd Fife, Mr. Gkisehen, 
Mr. Plunkett and Mr. Peter llylands. 
The schemes for a coalition ministry are 
meeting with fair success. Should Mr. 
Gladstone reaij^n, I underatand that it is 
in every way likely that a composite cabi- 
net will be formed, with Lord Hartington 
at its head. The object of this adminis- 
tration will be to carry on tho businosa of 
the nation without any attempt at gener- 
al legislation, and to pass a nieaaure uf 
local self-government for Ireland. Tho 
plan that finds most favor is that pro- 
pounded by Lord John Russell thirty-five 
years ago. It proposes tho creation of a 
aeries of 

PROVINCIAL COUNCILS, 

which should be charged with the admin- 
istration of all purely local and Irish bus- 
iness. To this is to be added the buying- 
out of the landlords. To a measure of 
this kind both conservatives and moder- 
ate liberals are understood to bo favora- 
ble. Shoald such a government be form- 
ed, it will endeavor tu pass auch a hill as 
deaoribod. Until it becomes law, minis- 
ters would seek for additional coercive 
powers. Such a ministry won't be long 
lived. However reluctant the liberals may 
be to support home rule, they are still 
more reluctant to recur tu coercion. 
The trial of the 

roon SOCIALISTS, 
J.fessra.Hyndmari, Champion, Williftuisnud 
Burns, has issued a verdict of acqnittal for 
all the defendants. The decisiou of tUa 
jury was discriminating, Ilyudman and 
Williams were' pronounced not guilty with- 
out any remark upon their procedure, but 
the language used by Barns and Obampiou 
was pronoonced highly inflammatory; inas- 
much, however, aa there , was no 
ovideuco of malicioun intent thoy woro 
acqaitted. On Saturday afternoon the 
funeral of 

MB. W. B. FOBSTBB 

took placo at Menston, near Burley-iu- 
Wharfedale. The village was tilled, in tho 
course of the morning with hundreds from 
all parts of the district, aud operatives con- 
nected with Mr. Forster'H factory, number- 
ing some fifteen hundreil, marched in pio- 
cession to the cemetery. Uu Friday u 
funeral service was held iu Westminster 
Abbey, Mr. Gladstone aud most otlior a-eni- 
bers of the cabinet being iu attendance. 
The death of the member for Bradford at 
such a moment is pecuUarJy impressive. 
He bad been prommeutly identiQ.ed with 
the government of Ireland, and had contem- 
plated taking part iu the debaten which the 
policy of the premier had rend red inevit- 
able. The weight of bis charaetor and 
ability would in all likelihood hove been 
given to the autagoni.st's of the premier. 
But the very week that the Irish policy of 
the cabinet was unfolded, death closed tho 
member for Bradford's career. 

THE COLONIAL KXIIIIIITION. 

The Colonial and Indian exhibition, 
which ia to be opened by the Queen iu May 
promises to be far more attractive thau any 
of its prodecesBois. Though most of tlio 
courts are still iu the hands of the decorat- 
ors, and huge piles of packing boxea are 
visible everywhere, tho interior'already pre- 
sents abundant evidence of tho griiu- 
deur that will ere long elniin 
the admiration of risitora. Tha main gal- 
lery, extending 200 yards from tho en- 
trance hall, haa boon set apart for tho pro- 
ductions of India, and is so arranged as 
to allow an aniotercupted promenade from 
end to end. On each side of the pathway 
is a superb facade of screens, carved, in- 
laid, and colored in the best style of 
oriental art; and behind these are the cases 
in which tho various provinces of our great 
dependency are to exhibit the manufac- 
tures for which they are famous. Carpets, 
ruga, and tiophies in armour aompletely 
hide the sides of this court; vvhile from 
the summit there droops an almost in- 
numerable array of fantastically designed 
banners, There are also to be 

A REAL 7'EM?LE ; 

a bridge of bamboa cnnea, many models 
of famous arches, and an immense jungle 
scene, in which dried grasses and a tine 
selection of stuffed animals are being very 
effectively disposed. An Indian palace, 
too, is in coarse uf erection on the site 
Torinerly occupied by the Prince of Wales' 
pavilion. This atructure in itself ahould 
make the exhibition popular. Admission 
to the spacious court yard — in which Hin- 
doo handicraftsmen are to follow their or- 
dinary avocations— will be gained through 
a splendidly carved gateway from Qwalior, 
which the Maharajah Scindia has sent as 
a present to the . trustees of Kensington 
museum. It was shipped in 2,000 pieces, 



and now that it has beon:suoc«aafa11y re- 
erected, its immenae size, together with 
the lichtnesa, grace, and elegance uf its 
proportions, can hardly fail to earn 
for it the warmest approbation 
of the spectators. The Australian 
collections, though not . so rich in 
architecture, will be equally striking and 
novel . The walla are being embellished 
with representations of many birds of 
brilliant plumage, and with specimens of 
many bright-hued flowers. Satisfactory 
progress has already been made in this 
direction, as well aa with the aviaries and 
conaorvatorios that are to supplement 
them. New South ^Yales will exhibit a 
fern tree fully 100 feet by 20j Yidtoria 
will oonstrC'ut all archway to show models' 
of all tho remarkable gold nuggets that 
have been found in the colony; South 
Australia has sent a wonderfully ingen- 
ious clock; and Queensland ia going in for 
a series of natural history trophies, as 
well aa fur a maguiQceut plank, house, 
lovely little grottos and fountains of clam 
sheila. The different courts will contain 
a number of sensational logs of timber, 
some immense blocks of coal, and show 
generally the methods by which the 
wealth of the south seaa are prepared for 
tho use of mankind. The great f ttrac- 
tion in the African section is intended to 
bo the cutting of Cape diamonds, and sin 
immense trophy of ostrich feathers. 

will supply the bulk of the maohinory in 
motion, as well as specimens of tobacco, 
coal and timber. There will be a native 
house, with native occupants, from Sin- 
gapore, and a family of weavers from Cy- 
prus, while a model of the famous Yalotta 
gate will form an appropriate entrance to 
the Maltese court. From Fiji, the Mau- 
ritius, Borneo, Guiana, the Falkland Is- 
lands and other parts of the world, many 
valuable articles have also arrived. When 
they are all in their places — and support- 
ed by the ontlinulogical, ontomological, 
zoological, cnnchohigical, and mineralogi- 
cal groups, over the preparaiicn of which 
so much attention ia being bestowed — the 
exhibition can hardly fail to suit all tastes 
and fancies. Aa in proviovs years, Mr. 
Trendell, the literary superintendent, will 
issue a aorios of handbooks on the various 
industries exhibited, and these should not 
only odd materially to our knowledge of 
far distant lands, but show the vast ex- 
tent and resources of our empire. 

Ihc CaUroriiia on the Aiuoor. 

(London Times.) 

A letter from St, Petersburg in the 
Journal des Debats gives an interesting 
description of tho now California, as the 
now gold mines discovered in the valley 
of the Djolguto river arc called. This 
valley ia upon tho Chinese bank of the 
Amoor, opposite the Russian colony of 
Tgnaohino, and as the soil is very marshy 
and there are no roads, it is only accessi- 
ble in winter. Gold was first discovered 
there iu May, 1834, and it soon attracted 
a great many adventurers, the earliest 
comers being Russian deserters and es- 
caped conviots from Siberia, and. by tha 
month nf January in last year there was 
a colony of 0,000 Russians, the total hav- 
ing been very much increased since, while 
there are ■f'so about 6,000 Chinese and 
150 adventurers of different nationalities, 
the last named of whom have joined the 
Russians, the organization of the colony 
being altogether Buasian. The gold find- 
era are divided into 722 artela (small 
groups^ of workmen, all of whom are ab- 
solutely equal. These artels elect twelve 
elders (starchina) who do not work thom- 
s<ilveB, but superintend the diggings And 
roceive a salary of t wo '• -'hundred 
roubles a month. They are i se- 
lected from among the dealers in gold, 
and tavern-keepers, and form a sort of 
district police corps. They do not meet 
with any interference from the Chinese 
autliorities in this remote valley, the laws 
nf which are very simple but severei the 
penalty of death being inflicted for 
cheating at play, for adulterating gold 
dust, or for theft; while flogging is in- 
flicted for drunkenness during the hours 
of labor or for bringing females into the 
colony. .Since tho foundation of the 
colony there have been only three mur- 
ders and two iufliotions of the death 
penalty, a Russian having been hanged 
for adulterating gold dust and a Jew 
flogged to deoth for having spread falae 
nows as to the approach of a lujdy of 
Russian troops, hoping thereby to aend 
down the price of gold, owing to the 
panic. There are twenty-seven taverns 
in the colony, aud owing to the competi- 
tion, the prices are not high, except for 
spirits. The gold fields, whioh are twen- 
ty-five miles in length by three miles 
broad, are said to be very rich, and seven 
pounds of gold are obtained from thirty- 
two hundredweight of gravel, even with 
the primitive mode of washing adopted 
there. ,

— A tolegram 
from St. Johns, N. F. , status that groat 
iudignation prevails in that colony at the 
action of the Imperial government in re- 
solving to put into force tho arrangement 
of November 1-lth, 1885, with Franco, re- 
specting tho bitter's claims on tho west 
ouaat of Newfoundland without the con- 
eent of the local parliament, and against 
the known wishes of tho inhabitants. 
The St. John's Ooloniat this evening says; 

"Tho rights, privileges, and liberties of 
two liMndrud th.'iuaaiid liritiah subjects, 
oven in a rp.inolu col(jny, cannot bo bar- 
tered away to France without Englishmen 
all over the world hearing it ivilh feelings 
of unmixed shame and resenting it with un- 
feigned indigiiatiini." 

Aruoi'os of tiio low-neck drossquestion 
the Rochcator Democrat recalls the story 
of tiio young Irish girl who attended a 
large ball in England years ago in the

Itow a Great YioJ I nist Raised 
u Larg^e Sum ot noney 
for a Pretty Girl. 

In the autumn of 1832 Paganini was 
residing at a villa near Paris. He was an 
invalid, and took vary little notice of anv 
other occupant of the villa. Tho only 
other occupant for whom he appeared to 
care much, says the Philadelphia News, 
was Nicotlo, a young and pretty waitress 
who attended him. 

One morning Nicette was sad and de- 
jocted^and her blue eyes showed signs of 
weeping. Paganini, who had taken an 
honest liking for the pijor girl, whs not 
long in learning thu cauao of her grief. 
The conscription had just been drawn; a 
bad number had fallen to the liU of her 
lover, and, said she: "Poor Adolpbe 
must go off for a soldier, and I shall 
never see him again." 

"But why don't you find him a substi- 
tute I" abkoti Paganini. "Monsieur is 
joking," was tho sobbing reply. "They 
say there is to be war, and l,500 francs is 
the lowest price for a substitute." 

A few weeks passed and Christmas was at 
baud. In I'laneo it is the custom to place 
a wooden shoe on the hiiarth just as we 
hann up nstockiug. Late in the afternoon 
df'the day before Ohristmus Kioette entered 
the saloon where the musician was seated, 
tho centre ol a Inigo group. She said that 
a huge parcel hud just arrived for Sig. Pag- 
anini. lie said he could not imagine wh.'it 
it was, but (UHkrt-d it uji. Wrapper afti.'r 
wrapper was ojieneil l)efore the euiious 
sjioetator.s, and finully there apjieared a 
huge wooden shoe, almost large enough for 
an infant's eradlu. 

The bystanders laughed. Some hinted 
that It was sent by some one who meant to 
insinuate that the great violinist was more 
fond of receiving presents than of making 
theui. 

Paganini suspected as much and a sud- 
den idea seeniod to strike him. "Well, 
well, niy frieiida, we shall see if this shoe 
daea not prove of value to suinobody " 
For three days little was seen of him, and 
it was ritpiirtod tliut he was liusy in his lit- 
tle workshop, into which iiiine were por- 
raitted to enter. Then it w.i.s announced 
that on Now Year's Evu the ^jreat niaeatro 
would give an unique concert, in the c.jurse 
of which he w luld execute five piiicea on 
a violin and five on u wooden shoe. Thu 
price of admission was to be 20 francs and 
but 100 tickets were to be sold. Of course 
thoy wero disposed of at once. 

When tho evening came Paganini made 
his appearance in usual spirits. Tho violin 
came tirat on tho programme, and every 
one declared the groat maestro fairly 
excelled himself, and there was no 
end of bravos. He ' retired for 
a moment and then appeared with the ver- 
itable wooden shoe under his arm. liut in 
his three days of seclusion ho had cut and 
carved it into a rude imitation of a violin, 
to which he bad deftly fitted three strings. 
Upon this curious instrument ho began to 
improvisu one of those strange fantasias, 
which many say wuro tho highest instru- 
ments ot his wonderful gouina. 

Scarcely had tho tumultuous applause 
ceased when Paganini bade Nicette ap- 
proach. "Here," ho said, "are the 2000 
francs which the old shoe has brought. 
That is more by 500 francs than is needed 
to buy .-Vdolpho oflf. Keep the rest to begin 
housekeeping with. Here, too, is the old 
wooden tihou. Maybe somebody will give 
you a few frunes for it." 

There was great coinpolilion as to who 
should have the wonderful shoe violin. It 
was put up at auction aud sold to a rich 
Eughshman for 6,000 franca.

X French ITInrder Case. 

The trial of Euphrasie Mercier, a 
woman of the age of 67 years, for the 
murder of her mistress, Mdllo. Mene- 

trot, of Villomond, has excited much in- 
terest in Paris. Mdllu. Menotrot who, in 
1881, was -tu years of ago, had property 
of about 45,000 francs and in addition en- 
joyed two allowance of 2000 franca each, 
paid to her annually, andliad just bought 
a small property in Villemonde, to which 
she meant to retire. There she took up 
her abcde with Euphrasie, whom she em- 
ployed as her servant, but who soon ac- 
(piired great power over her. She sus- 
pected her servant, but had not tho cour- 
age to dismias her. She made complaints 
against her to an old friend, iM. (iraasior, 
and even requeatod him to keep for her a 
duplicate copy of a liat; of her securities 
and to look up her jowols iu hia house. 
Euphrasie discovered that sho was sus- 
pected. For a long time Mdlle. Mene- 
tret had suffered from violent pains in the 
stomach and endeavored to allay them by 
narcotic medicines prepared by Euphra- 
sie. Thoy were increased in quantity, 
and in a week her iniatreas sank into 
complete prostration. On the 21st of 
April, 1882, M. (irasaior saw her for tho 
last time. He called a few days later and 
was refused admisaioti to the house. The 
neighbors in reply to their inquiries wore 
told by Kuphraaiu that her niislreas had 
gone to America. 

On the 27 ill of April she wrote to her 
brother and two sisters that her mistress 
had gone abroad and loft her in posses- 
sion of lior property. Sho asked them to 
cumo and live with liur, which they did. 
She then prepared a document which 
stated that in consideration of the 
payment of l,800f. a year her 
mistress had lot her house to 
her, nnd a receipt stating that 4,300f. had 
been paid for the furuituro and one year's 
rent iu advance. She at thosame time con- 
trived to aell her mistress's silver and dressss 
and to draw her dividend?. In tho month 
of August, 1883, sho went to Luxembourg, 
taking with her the papers belonging to lior 
mistress. She called there on M. Iluus- 
souet, a notary, to whom she iutrodiieed 
herself as I'''.lodie MiMi<)trnt. Peisouating 
her mistress, she wished a general power of 
attorney to be 'drawn up iu favor of her 
friend, Sophie Mercier, Sophie being her 
second name. The notary said two wit- 
nesses wore necessary. With some trouble 
a mnaiciaa and a haiidresaer were found to 
give their evideneei The doonmeht was 
prepared, and Euphroaie retiirnod with it to 
Paris. She now ventured to draw theollow- 
nuee made to Mt'Uetret and to aell the secur- 
ities which bore the name of the holder. 
She realized in this way 40,000f., which she 
invested in other seoiirities. 

She was engaged in improving tho 
property at Villemonde when she had a 
letter from an illegitimate son of hsr sis- 
ter named Alphonao Chateauneuf. Ho 
was a deserter from tho French army who 
had been long in America, but whu had 
returned to Europe, and he now an- 
nounced that he was in Belgium. On 
hearing from her nephew she set out for 
Brusaeia and brought him to Villemonde. 
This was in .'uly, 1835. He was very 
much surprised to find his aunt in such 
goud circumatSitices. He suspected hei 
story, and his suspicions wero confirmed 
by papers found in a drawer which he ex- 
amined one day in his aunt's absence. 
When his aunt spoke to him of selling 
tho property ho suggested to her thft tho 
putchaaor ?hould be bound nut to plant 
trees on the lawn, and sho replied that if 
they dug there they might lind -human 
remains, as it had been a cemetery and 



they might accuse her. Chateauneuf had 
come to the conclusion that the body of 
Menetret was buried in tho garden. 
He aus^eslod that his aunt should pay 
him 25,000 franca, but aha remained 
deaf to hia proposal. He then returned 
to Brussels, whence he sent an account of 
his diacoreriea to the Police in Paris. An 
examination was made of the garden, and 
tha charred remains of a woman were 
found buried in it. Among them was one 
false tooth and a small fragment of gold 
with which another tooth had been stop- 
ped. The books of the dentiat of Mene- 
tret were then examined, audit was found 
that in 1857 she had a hklse tooth and 
thikt in 1871 one of her decayed teeth had 
been stopped with gold. ' In the room of 
tho house occupied by her the fin'eplaco 
showed traces that it had been used for 
burning a large quantity of animal matter. 

Euphrasie Mercier was then taken into 
custody. Sho denied that sho had had any 
connection with the disappearance of her 
mistress, who, sheaaya, is still living, but 
whose address she cannot give. 

Chateauneuf is to be examined for the 
defence, and will receive a safe conduct 
permitting him, although a deserter, to 
come to Franco.
